In fact, every business and moral 1nter-
ost of Lincoln will suffer a great shock
by the wdjournment of the legisliture,
Itis safe to say that four-ifths of the
$50,000 appropristed to  defray
the expenses of the  legislature
is puid to business men in Lincoln. Some
say thut a few doliars also lind their way
Into the coffers of questionable business
women. No wonder that Lineoln people
and newspapers have nothing to say of
the shortcomings of the legislature as a
body when it is the sapport and vitality
of the eity, It has appropriated fur more
money W Lincoln institutions than ever
befora. It has created new enterpriscsd
and pew interests and liberally endowed

them.

Nogity ever needed paved streets worse
than Lincoln does. The strects are ani-
formly level and soft.

and removed at the cost of the owners, be-

DOAND OF MEALTI.

Mayor and council have power to establish
a board of health aud entores quarantine
rezulations within threo miles of the city.
Tliey also have power to prevent and punish
cruvity to children and anlmals,

PLUMBING AND DOILER INSI'ECTION,

They have power to provide tor Ingpection
of steam bollars, pipe fitting and plumnbing,
and appoint inspectors to enforce regula-
tions.

FINE LIMITS,

They have power to define fire limits and
regulate construction of bulldings and cause
removal of any bullding erectad in violation
of {ts regulations nt the expense of the owuer
of the lot: also power to regulate consiruc-
tion of party walls and their use and mainte-
nance, and prescribe  their thickness,
strength, manner of construction of all
bulldings: also construction of fire escapes,
heating lixtures and appliances and to regu-
late plnmhlni. pe fitting and sewer con-
nection 1 all buildings now or herealter
constructed, to regnlate number,
construction of doors and stalrways of
theaters, tenement houses, public haljs,
wliether now built or to be bereatfier erectod,

BIDEWALE CLEANING TAX.

The mayor and council may levy speelial
tax for keeping side walks clunn and clear
Of obstructions,

STREET VEXDERS,

Thoy have power to nlfulstte license or
prohiibit the auction sales of animals, goods
or wares n the streets or publie grounds of
the city.

CEMETERIES.

They may prohibit the establlshment of
additional cemeterles within the eity llmits
RAILWAY REGULATION,

Thoy have power to regulate depots, depot
grounds, frelght honses—regulate laying ot
rallrond trancks eable roads and strest rall-
ways amnd prescrive the time and manner of
running strest cars within the oiI[)'. require
the heating and cleaning of such cars and
1ix the fare to be charged.

VIADUCTS AND BRIDOES,

Rallronds are required to construct via-
ducts across any street or alley and pay for
the entire structure lncluding 800 foat of ap-
proaches, the city to pay the excess and the
damage to adjaeént property.

TOLL BRIDGES.

The city has the right to rexulate tha tolls
uif wigon and fool bridges over the Missourl
river.

GAH, ELROTRIC LIGNUTS AND TRLEPHONES,
WThe eity has the right to regulate the
manufacture, sale and uso of gas and
eloctric lights, fix the price thereor; regu.
late the rent of gns meters, also to regu-
iate the erection of telegraph, telephoneand
alectrie light wires and eompel the owners to
place them under grounil: also to regulate
the rental of telephones,

WORKIIOUSES AND HOSPITALS,

The eity has the power to establish and
maintain  workhouses, hospitals, jails and
statlon houses.

WATERWORKS

may be erected by the elty or supplied by con-
tract. The ecity may condemn property withe
in ten miles of the city tor walerworks pur-
usas,

MARKET HOUSES,

Power Is granted to cstabllsh mavket houses

Willinms, who nnd thrown down two
cards, offered to go it blind for $30. The
others saw him, and a ecrowd that had as-
sembled at the bar moved over to see how
the thing wonltid come out,  All the others
drew three eards each. Willimms ran his
cards over carelessly, eallod for a drink,
und with a eigar in one corner of his
mouth sald he would bet §30. All the
othiers staid in, and on the show-down, no
one manifesting a disposition Lo raise it,
i “!’l"‘-’“'“'l that there were tive nens out,
Pap Willlams having  three and Poiter
Abert two. This discovery came very
near resulting in war, but at the sugges-
tion of Jicarillo Bob the pot was left up
and a new denl was had, he taking the
oxtra nes nnd tearing it up.

Aftor tho new deal Abert ealled for
four cards, Sinsabaugh for three, Throup
for three and Willinms for two. There
was now more than $400 in the pot, and
as Abert oflered to bet $30, the others
felt that they would have to see him,
When it came around to Abert again he
concluded to raise the terms a little, and
he put up $100, © This eaused old man
Sinsubaugh to draw out, with the remark
that the water was getting too deep for a
man with o little pair, The other two
anw the raise and called, Down came
tho cards, and almost simultaneously
with their appearance was the crack of
a revolver, and Pouter Abert fell out of
his ckair, while Pap Williams, gunin
hand, reached over and swept in the pile
of money. On the table in front of
where Abert was lying were five cards
three of them aces, while 1 front of
Williams were two aces, one of them be-
ing a duplicate of one in the hand of the
man under the table,

So much interest was excited by the
inspection of these two hands and the
sweeping in by Willinms of the money
that no ono noticed Abert slowly nsing
on the other side of the table. Jiearillo
Bob was the first to catch a glimpse of
him, but he had time only to cry out to
Willinms, when Abert's revolver was dis-
charge, and Williams fell with a bullet
througﬁ the head.

It has not yet been deeided which
one had the extra ace, but from the fact
that in Abert's pocket another nee was
found and in Willinms' belt there were
two more, it is inferred that both were in
the business.
